Passing over the hills of Haw- 
Jey/we come to the town of Ash- 
field, Ashfieici village is perched 
on a hiljtop, and . seems remark¬ 
ably neat and thrifty. Thy main 
street is maple-lined, and to a 
stranger, the principal features are 
the three white churches, the town 
hall with a graceful and elaborate 
spire, and a big, core fprta'hie, clean- 
looking hotel. A little off from 
the main street is the summer 
home of the late George William 
Curtis,- It is a plain, two-story 
| building, with, a wide veranda 
about it and sheds and barns ad¬ 
joining, sel well back on the ter¬ 
race, whose gentle, grassy slopes 
surround it. Just across a field, on 
the next cross-road is the comfort¬ 
able old farmhouse in Which 
Charles Eliot Norton spends the 
summer months. Two miles dis¬ 
tant, Prof. G. Stanley Hall has a 
vacation home. 

The region about is much brok¬ 
en, little plots of grass land'inter¬ 
spersed with patches of wood and 
bunches of bushes. Not far be¬ 
yond is the big weather-worn house 
which was the birthplace and boy¬ 
hood home of the Belding brothers, 
Whose fame a9 silk manufacturers 
is world-wide. Another house of 
note is that of Mrs, John White 
Field. It is up near the centre on 
a, broad hilltop and surrounded by 
orchards. Prom the road below, 
ItrStands out against the sky.like 
a. me.diaeval castle. There are other 
pleasant suiunjor homes about, 
aind in warm weather the place has 
many .visitors. Peter hill, so call¬ 
ed from an old negro of that name 
so tradition says, attracts many to 
its rugged height, by reason of the 
broad views it unfolds to the 
climber. 

But the pride of the region is the 
new Sanderson academy.. The old 
academy, a stumpy little yellow 
building, is still standing on the 
main street. The new building is 
still just outside the village on a 
gentle hill which overlooks the 
town in one direction and the lake 
in another.. This is all that a mod¬ 
ern academy should be*, delightful 
in all its. appointments from the 
library in the upper story, to the 
museum in >the basement, and the 
half disconnected, pretty little 
gymnasium. 

Where the name of Ashfieldcame 
from, is uncertain. Many theories 
have been advanced as to why this 
pretty little town snquld bear that 
name instead of the old one of 
Huntstpwn. One is, that it was so 
named.trom the ash trees which 
are numerous. 

A real bear’s den is one of the 
town’s objects of interest, more 
particularly to the boys, for in or. 
der to get into it, it is necessary to 
crawl on one’s hands and kuees for 
quite a distance. 

Several sights of old forts can 
still be traced by the* careful ob¬ 
server* These date back to the 
time of the Indians. Once the 
town was almost deserted by its 
inhabitants, When a report was 
brought by a messenger from 
Charlemont, that the Indians were 
coining. One or two men prefer¬ 
red to remain with their property 
and run the risk of being mussa* 
ered. The rest went to Deerfield 
and came up every year to look 
after their farms, but in time the 
danger passed and they once more 
dwelt on the hill in security* 

It Was an established rule that 
the Church which first had au in 
stalled minister should be the 
church of the town, and recelvt 
the support of the townsmen, 
there was a struggle between (he 
Baptists aud Congregationalists, as 
to which Should be first in having 
a settled pastor* . The Congroga 
(iotialiBts- gained (lie victory by a 
few minutes, and all,the poop e in 
the town had 10 be, t#xed to up- 
port the church, wJiujdthe pom 
Bap i is is' were taxed, io support 
their own Church iu addition* 1 his 
gave fise lo i a lifelong feud be¬ 
tween some oli the members of the 
two churches, Which, how ever, has 
'died out among their descendants. 

On one of the. hid tops is a small 
red house known • as. “Lillipm 
;Lodge”*which is the summer home 
[of Boston school teachers Who come 
up here for rest and recreation, and 
pith a desire to get as near the 
sky as possible.

Instances of Ulrd Strategy—Advice 
For Little Brothers—Resell¬ 
ing a IClttcn. 


The conduct of various birds during 
the breeding season is so different from 
what it is at other times that, to my 
mind, it is often very hard to say for 
certain where distress ends and strate¬ 
gy begins or to which of the two the 
behavior of the bird should be attrib¬ 
uted. Birds disturbed off their eggs or 
their newly hatched young often flut¬ 
ter about as though they were half par¬ 
alyzed, I cannot believe that this is 
always for the purpose of drawing the 
Unwelcome intruder away from the 
precious nest. Birds that have been 
sitting for a, long time are invariably 
inactive When disturbed, and this 
should be taken into account la consid¬ 
ering the question of strategy. 

On the other hand, one finds at times 
both male and female behaving in a 
Way that suggests something like a 
regular scheme on the part of the par¬ 
ent birds for rescuing their young from 
real or imaginary danger, I came up¬ 
on a covey of very young partridges, 
accompanied by their parents, on the 
dusty highroad one July evening when 
going with ray rod to the riverside, 
The cock bird, I had just time to ob¬ 
serve, hurried the young through a 
gateway into a field, while the hen In¬ 
stantly started running .along the road 
a dozen yards or so ahead of me. OUce 
of twice she stopped, apparently to al¬ 
low me to come Up fairly close to her, 
and then ran on again, This contin¬ 
ued till we Were about 100 yards from 
the spot where the covey rah Into the 
field, when the hen bird also ran 
through a gap In the hedge, I got Up 
just in time to See her rise from the 
ground and fly straight back to the 
spot where her family Were no doubt 
lurking. If that was not strategy, it 
was curiously like it. 

Oh the Test one day I disturbed a 
family party of wild ducks in a little 
reed sheltered creek. The female bird, 
Within reach of my ten foot fly rod, 
flapped helplessly about the water as 
though grievously wounded. The male 
flew across the stream, where he was 
joined by the young, and not until all 
the latter were safe across the water 
did the mother rise on strong wing to 
follow the rest of the family. In both 
these Cases the conduct of the parent 
birds Surely implied strategy of a high 
order,—George A. B. Dewar.

How Armies May Prevent .War. 

It is likely enough that, if the 
military equipment of the United 
States had been adittie more evi¬ 
dent and ample, Spain would not 
have risked the chance or hostili¬ 
ties, and would^havq withdrawn 
from Cuba on some plan beneficial 
' to the Spanish treasury, and not 
„ less so in the end to oui^ own. 
This question of military efficient 
is one about which lhere should 
he plain speech as well as clear 
-thinking. Let us admit that it 
was negligence and, error 'rather 
Y than wisdom and foresight that 
f had allowed this nation of ours to 
j attain its vast population and 
wealth with an army of only 25,- 
000 men, and with preparations— 
as to arms, ammunition, and 
’ materials of all kinds—scarcely 
adequate even for so small a force. 
There were many Spaniards in 
* high position, and many military 
experts throughout Europe, who 
strongly believed that Spain could 
defeat us in a quick campaign, On 
the same principle that fifty well- 
armed soldiers may readily die- | 
perse several thousand unarmed 
and unwarned citizens. Spain 
had 200,000 men under arms in : 
Cuba, while we had hardly more 
than a tenth of that number, and 
ours were doing garrison duty in 
small detachments all over the 
continent. Under these circum- ’ 
stances, Spain could not believe ( 
that we really meant to fight; and 1 
still less did she believe that we ' 
could fight to any advantage on [ ! 
short notice. For this very reasen e 
the controversy was allowed' to £ 
drift on until it was too late for a c 
peaceful solution. Spain would 
have understood what we meant, S 
and there would have been no war, c , 
if our army had been two or three „ 
times as iarge.—From Review of **
